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Women’s 
pastoral 
input to be 
analyzed

ALCALA PARK — With parish 
responses to questionnaires on the first 
draft of U.S. bishops’ pastoral letter on 
women due Oct. 20, the diocesan Input 
Steering Committee will soon be 
reviewing the raw data to submit 
feedback from the people of the diocese to 
the U.S. bishops’ drafting committee. 

Mary Searcy Bixby, chairwoman of the 
eight-member steering committee, told 
Southern Cross that Dr. Edward Kajawa, a 
committee member and a University of 
San Diego education professor, will put 
the raw data in a form that will enable her 
to write a narrative. 

That narrative will be reviewed on 
Nov. 15 by the full committee, which will 
examine it and make any modifications in 
coming up with a synthesis of the input 
obtained, said Bixby, who is vice chair of 
the Diocesan Pastoral Council. 

The response will be submitted to 
Bishop Leo T. Maher, who formed the 
input committee, and it will be sent to the 
U.S. bishops’ Committee for a Pastoral in 
Response to Women’s Concerns. 

Several weeks ago the committee sent 
to parishes a questionnaire and other 
material including suggestions on how to 
obtain the responses, such as by selecting 
a parish task force to plan a parish-wide 
consultation on the first draft. 

To obtain feedback from the Hispanic 
community, Sister Alicia Sarre, RSCJ, of 
the diocesan Hispanic evangelization 
office, translated much of the document 
into Spanish, Bixby related. 

The U.S. bishops issued the 
38,500-word, first draft of their pastoral 
letter, ‘‘Partners in the Mystery of 
Redemption’”’ last April.

SAN MARCOS — Three priests 
joined approximately 100 other 
demonstrators Oct. 15 in a protest aimed 
at an abortion clinic in the Rancho Santa 
Fe Professional Building. 

Fathers Frederick Florek and Jose 
Maria Larranaga, of St. Mary Church, 
Escondido, and Father Douglas Regin, 
pastor of St. Francis Church, Vista, 
attended the non-violent demonstration 
along with deacons and parishioners.

“We feel this is very significant,’’ said 
Deacon Ken Finn, of St. Mary Church, 
““This is our twelfth demonstration, but 
for the first time locally, spiritual 
shepherds are leading their flocks against 
this evil. It’s time to stop the killing of the 
unborn. The killing fields in North 
County are no less important than those 
in Cambodia.’’ 

According to Finn, the demonstrators 
were largely from St. Mary and St. 
Francis parishes, but he said non- 
Catholic clergy also participated, as well 
as several physicians in uniform. 


Deacon Finn said that the main target 
of the demonstration, obstetrician George 
Kung, runs the only abortion clinic in 
North County, performing as many as 
200 legal abortions per month. 

““We’ve talked to Dr. Kung,”’ said 
Deacon Finn, ‘‘and his position is that he 
does not view the unborn as human life. 
He also asked us where our leaders were, 
and that was a fair question. He was not 
hostile, but he really threw down the 
gauntlet when he said that. 

““As of today, our pastor has 
demonstrated that he is at the forefront of 


our commitment to life. I think Father 
Florek and the other priests have shown 
great courage and outstanding leadership 
by publicly sharing in this endeavor.”’ 

According to Deacon Finn, the 
demonstration went very well. The 
demonstrators sang and prayed the 
rosary, asking God’s mercy for the 
unborn, as well as the mothers and even 
the abortionist doctors. 

“Tt was a beautiful thing,’’ said 
Deacon Finn. ‘‘There was no anger in 
what we did. There is a consensus that if

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School takes firm stance against Skinheads

EAST SAN DIEGO — A parochial 
school in East San Diego is taking a firm 
stance against the invasion of its 
neighborhood by gangs that threaten its 
stability. 

On Oct. 8, dozens of students, parents 
and teachers from the Blessed Sacrament 
parish school joined some 100 other 
persons in a “‘stamp out graffiti’’ 
campaign sponsored by the Mid-City 
Chamber of Commerce, El Cajon 
Boulevard business associations and the 
San Diego Police Department. 

‘“This is the second operation we have 
participated in,’’ said Dr. Brian Bennett, 
principal at Blessed Sacrament. ‘‘We’ve 
been having trouble with two white- 
supremacist gangs in this area. This is a 
very multi-cultural part of town and these 
hoodlums have decided it is ‘their’ turf.”’ 

The gangsters Bennett was referring to, 
commonly known as “‘Skinheads’’ for 
their characteristically close haircuts, are 
known to police as the Supreme White 
Power faction and the Death Wish Kids. 

Both are known to have close ties to 
other white racist, anti-Semitic and anti- 
Catholic organizations including the Ku 
Klux Klan, the White Aryan Resistance, 
the Aryan Brotherhood and the American 
Nazi Party. 

“It’s a mistake to underestimate these 
gangsters,’’ said Bennett. ‘“The State 
Attorney General just had a conference 
focusing on the Skinheads and other 
white, racist groups. There are three 
known Skinhead houses in this area, at 
least one of which has its rent paid by the 
Klan. * 

““Skinheads have been marking up our 
neighborhood with their graffiti, but 
that’s not all they do. They’ve been 
responsible for an increase in the level of 
random violence. They’ve assaulted a 
number of Southeast Asian people, 
they've harrassed blacks, Jews and 
Hispanics and are a threat to anyone who 
they think they can victimize.”’ 

Bennett said that East San Diego has a 
high concentration of Vietnamese and 
other Southeast Asian people, as well as 
many blacks and Hispanics. 

‘““This immediate area also has one of 
the largest populations of elderly Jewish

people in San Diego,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
Skinheads have vandalized the Chabad 
Jewish Day School near here, and some of 
the senior citizens in the neighborhood 
are afraid to come out of their houses.”’ 

Bennett said he has had to call police to 
have Skinheads removed from _ the 
grounds at Blessed Sacrament at least a 
dozen times. Although Skinheads have a 
reputation for violence, Bennett expresses 
no fear. : 

““As soon as I hear they’re on the 
school goinds, I go up to them, identify 
myself as the principal and ask them to 
leave,’’ he said. “‘By that time, we usually 
have an officer on the way. ‘‘I don’t enjoy 
these confrontations, but it is important 
to stand up to what is wrong, and the 
message these people are preaching is 
wrong. 

‘““There have been a lot of telephone 
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threats, too. They’ve turned this into a 
very personal thing. They know where I 
live and have driven their cars on my 
lawn.” 

With a wife and two children, Bennett 
said, of course he is concerned about their 
safety. ‘‘But I’d worry a whole lot more if 
we stood by and didn’t do anything about 
this.”’ 

Bennett’s courage appears to be 
contagious. ‘Twelve-year-old Pauline 
Fletcher, an eighth-grader at Blessed 
Sacrament and a member of her Student 
Council, said she had come to paint over 
graffiti because she felt it was time the 
Skinheads were stopped. 

“T live in La Mesa,’’ said Fletcher, 
‘“‘and I’m really upset the way these 
people destroy property and scare people. 
Graffiti has appeared one block from my 
house. It says ‘10,000 WILL DIE’ and 
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Boulevard. Local citizens and students from San Diego State 
University, left photo, and Horace Mann Junior High School 
joined in the Oct. 8 campaign, which was sponsored by the Mid- 
City Chamber of Commerce, San Diego Police Department and 
El Cajon Boulevard business associations. 


some other things that are really offensive 
to me.”’ 

Commenting on the Skinhead’s 
rhetoric that non-whites and Jews are 
taking over America, Pauline said, ‘‘I 
would never believe it. I don’t think 
about being white. I have a lot of friends 
who are different colors. God made them, 
too.”’ 

Responding to a call for action from 
Bennett, the entire Sanchez family 
showed up to paint over Skinhead graffiti. 
José and Irma Sanchez said they brought 
their three children to teach them the 
importance of standing up for what is 
right. 

‘Nobody wants to see the Skinheads or 
any other gang moving into a 
neighborhood,’’ said José Sanchez. 
“‘When they see all these people, moving

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Charles Francis Buddy, the first bishop of San Diego, was 
a giant of aman, large physically and gigantic in his spiritual 
aspirations. When he arrived here in 1937, San Diego could 
hardly be described as a thriving metropolis. 

The new diocese covered the four counties of San Diego, 
Imperial, Riverside and San Bernardino, but in those days 
El Cajon was way out in the country, and Ramona and 
Escondido seemed hopelessly remote. When the bishop 
went into the northern cities and towns for confirmation, he 
usually stayed there for a week. 

Early on in his career as a bishop, he started one of the 
many innovations which were his trademark. Someone 
once remonstrated with him, ‘‘You can’t do that. Canon 
Law so and so forbids it.’’ 

‘Find me another canon,”’ he roared, and for the rest of 
his career he managed to find many alternate rules. 

He took literally the axiom, ‘‘Rules were made to be 
broken,’’ unless, of course, he had made the rules. 

His zeal for souls was unquenchable and year after year he 
preached his crusade for souls. Every parish had to have an 
annual convert class for adult inquirers, and he himself 
taught a class for many years in the library for what is now 
the University of San Diego and in which I served as 
librarian. 

At least two of the books he wrote were the results of these 
classes and they are still useful to this day. They were titled, 
‘‘For Them Also”’ and ‘‘Going Therefore Teach.”’ 

He handled the dogmatic material with great skill, but he 
hastened through the moral theology. Every year, when he 
came to the Ten Commandments, he would spend a whole 
class on the first five commandments and at the end of the 
class, he would announce, ‘‘I have to go up north for confir- 
mation next week, so Father Dollen will teach the rest of the 
commandments in the next class.’’ Every year he did that 
to me! 
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Tales of Bishop Buddy 


THINKING OUT LOUD 
by MSGR. CHARLES DOLLEN - 


Bishop Buddy was very found of teaching epikeia, a Greek 
word which is very difficult to translate into English. It is 
sometimes called ‘‘equity,’’ and means that mercy tempers 
justice when the letter of the law seems too strict. 


Whenever anyone was in trouble with the bishop, we 
would wait for things to calm down and then discuss how 
epikeia would apply to the case. He would grin broadly 
and give in, almost every time. 

Bishop Buddy loved Catholic education, and from the 
very beginning he was determined to have classes for all 
young people, from the earliest right up through college and 
graduate school. 

He was proud to be associated with Rev. Mother 
Rosemary Hill, RSCJ, who founded the San Diego College 
for Women, the first component of the University of San 
Diego. 

The story of the founding of USD deserves much longer 
treatment than is possible in acolumn like this, but the whole 
diocese teamed together and made heroic financial 
sacrifices to bring USDinto being. The goal was summed up 
in the phrase that he university would be ‘‘The Notre 
Dame of the West.”’ 


It was impossible to know Bishop Charles Francis Buddy 
and not be touched by his benign influence. Everyone who 
knew him has some favorite Bishop Buddy story. They are 
almost infinite in variety and scope.

Are we avoiding the issues? 


According to the polls there are two issues voters are 
most concerned about this year — drugs and deficits. It’s 
not hard to understand why, since both of them represent 
very real threats to the long-term health of our society. 

Given the depth of voter concern about these issues, 
you might think the campaign would revolve around 
them, but that hasn’t been the case. It’s easy to blame the 
candidates for dodging the issues, but we voters have sent 
out some strong signals that we don’t want to hear about 
them. Candidates who talked about unpleasant realities 
like drugs and the deficits didn’t do very well in the 
primaries. 


We don’t want our political leaders to discuss the issues 
that bother us the most, probably for the same reason we 
put off seeing the dentist or going to confession. 

The drug problem is impossible to solve without asking 
why so many Americans are sacrificing everything they 
have to buy various chemicals (including alcohol) which 
produce only a brief sensation of pleasure, then cause 
severe psychological depression and eventually death. 


And we can’t explain our society’s obsession with drugs 
without facing the spiritual void which exists at the center 
of our culture — and we can’t face that void without 
facing the ugly fact that our society emphasizes material 
possessions so much that we often forget we are essentially 
spiritual beings. 

And we can’t face our materialism without doing 
something about it. That involves changing our whole 
way of life — the amount of time we spend with our 
families, the work we do, the houses we live in, the cars 
we drive, the food we eat, the clothes we wear — 
everything. We tend to put off changes of that magnitude 
as long as possible. 


MAKING PEACE |

In the same way we can’t do anything about the federal 
budget deficit until we’re ready to ask why it’s so high — 
and asking that question forces us to face the fact we’re 
involved in a very expensive arms race. 


There are only three ways to balance the budget: raise 
taxes, cut programs like Social Security and Medicare or 
cut defense spending. Thus far, voters have in effect 
vetoed all three by voting against candidates who propose 
any of them, and so we let the deficits accumulate from 
year to year and pass them on to our children and 
grandchildren. 


At bottom, the arms race, like the drug epidemic, is a 
spiritual problem because it forces us to ask ourselves why 
we believe we need to continue to build massive weapons 
systems which would destroy civilization if they were ever 
used. 


Ultimately, both the drug problem and the deficit force 
us to confront the same question: what do we really trust? 
Do we put our personal trust in physical objects, or do we 
put it in something beyond ourselves? Do we put our 
national trust in weapons, or do we put it in the political 
and economic strength of democratic societies? 

No one is talking about these questions, but they are at 
the root of the great problems which face us, and they will 
not go away just because we’ve decided to ignore them.

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Diocesan agency offers classes for immigrants

SAN DIEGO — The diocesan Refugee 
Resettlement and Iminigration Services 
department is continuing its assistance to 
immigrants by sponsoring English- 
language and American government 
classes for the immigrant and refugee 
communities. 

In order to qualify for permanent 
residence in this country, undocumented 
persons who were granted temporary 
residence permits during the ‘‘amnesty’’ 
period must demonstrate a_ basic 
understanding of the English language 
and the American system of government, 
or at least be enrolled in a course of study 
in those areas. 

In cooperation with local parishes, 
Catholic Community Services was very 
successful in helping over 20,000 persons 
to apply and be processed during the 
“‘amnesty.’’ Now, changing needs have 
caused CCS workers to turn from 
applications to education. 


Grace Zimmerman, a coordinator for 
the CCS education project, said that 
seven teachers with special training in 
English as a Second Language have 
already been hired. Classes are being held 
at St. Jude’s, San Diego; St. John of the 
Cross, Lemon Grove; Mission San Luis 
Rey, Oceanside; and at the CCS’s 
legalization offices in Escondido, Barrio 
Logan and Mission Village. 

According to Dr. Bob Moser, a 
sociologist who directs the education 
project, several other parishes have 
expressed an interest in participating. 
“‘We expect to hire a total of 15 to 20 
teachers before we max out,’’ Moser said. 
““A survey is being conducted to 
determine how great the need for the 
classes is relative to the number of 
teachers and class sites available.”’ 

Similar classes are being offered by 
secular agencies, sometimes in 
cooperation with Catholic parishes. An 
example are the classes being conducted 
by the MAAC Project at St. Anthony 
Church in National City. 


“Our goal is to reach as many people 
as possible who are eligible for permanent 
residency,’’ said Zimmerman. ‘“‘ One of 
the unique things about our program is 
that, in addition to the classroom 
instruction, our staff will provide 
assistance with the permanent residency 
applications. 


“Our students will not only benefit 
from learning basic English and the 
fundamentals of American government, 
but they will leave our program with a 
completed application, ready to turn in.”’ 

Zimmerman said that CCS has already 
tested some 75 persons and will be testing 
hundreds more. ‘‘We’re working to get 
the program set up before going into the 
community and doing outreach,’’ she 
said. 


“The project is already expanding. 
Thanks to volunteers from Our Lady of 
Mt. Carmel parish, we became aware 
that there is a need for field instruction in 
Penasquitos. We’re going to literally have 
classes in the fields for workers who 


> 


cannot come to our centers.’ 

Asked if there were any cost to the 
students, Zimmerman said there was 
none for the instruction nor for help with 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
forms. 

“The permanent residency application 
requires a specific-sized photograph,”’ she 
said. “‘Applicants can bring their own 
pictures, but we will have a camera 
available to take the pictures for $5.”’ 

Moser and Zimmerman both said the 
Refugee Resettlement and Immigration 
Services department of CCS is. still 
interested in hearing from qualified ESL 
teachers. 

To qualify, applicants should hold a 
credential or certificate in bilingual 
education or have some coursework or 
experience in ESL and be willing to 
participate in concurrent training. For 
more information, contact Grace 
Zimmerman at (619) 277-0538, or stop by 
CCS’s offices at 4643 Mission Gorge 
Place, San Diego, 92120, for an applica- 
tion. 


State bishops oppose AIDS reporting initiative

SAN DIEGO — “‘Is it possible for us 
to be fed at the table of the Lord and not 
be concerned about hungry and homeless 
people in our city and throughout the 
world?’’ asked Franciscan Sister Joanne 
Nicgorski, director of the San Diego 
diocesan Center for Liturgy and Prayer, 
as she pondered ways of applying the 
liturgy to social justice issues. 

“‘We have a house for the church, but 
the homeless, who are part of the 
church, have nowhere to live,’’ the 
director told Southern Cross. 

The national meeting of Diocesan 
Liturgical Commissions held in San 
Diego Oct. 10-13 prompted local 
participants to assess how their diocesan 


programs reflect the theme of the 
meeting, ‘‘Liturgy and Social Justice: 
Celebrating Rites — Proclaiming 
Rights.”’ 


Sister Nicgorski said the Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer trains lectors for their 
ministry ‘‘so the message of justice, 
always present in the readings of the 
Mass,”’ is properly proclaimed. 

The center’s bimonthly bulletin, ‘At 
Prayer and Celebration,’ features 
articles on social justice issues, such as the 
importance of using in the liturgy 
inclusive language, words that include 
both masculine and feminine meanings. 

Sister Nicgorski said presentations at 
the national meeting motivated more 
collaboration between the diocesan 
liturgy center and the diocesan Peace and 
Justice Commission. 

These two offices jointly produced a 
packet of suggestions for celebrating the 
liturgy on Oct. 2, designated Political 
Responsibility Sunday, said Jeanne Ertle, 
coordinator of the commission. The 
packets were distributed to parish liturgy 
committees, she added. 

Ertle said the Peace and Justice 
Commission encourages involvement in 
the legislative process through letter- 
writing and lobbying. Some of the letter- 
writing will be done by an advocacy

group for the homeless, which the 
commission will organize, Ertle said. 


She said commission-sponsored 
workshops connect participants with 
organizations such as Bread for the 
World, a Christian citizens’ group that 
lobbies for interests of hungry people.

the Kingdom’”’ of God, stated Bishop 
Raymond G. Hunthausen of Seattle. His 
homily was delivered by Richard Hilliard 
of the Diocese of San Jose in the bishop’s 
absence. 

Citing Pope John Paul’s encyclical 
‘‘On Social Concerns,’’ Bishop 
Hunthausen’s homily stressed the 
importance of giving ‘‘preference for the 
poor’? — those who are hungry, 
homeless, ‘‘without medical care, and 
above all, those without hope of a better 
future.” 

The liturgy ‘‘gives a glimpse of what 
the kingdom (of God) could be like’’ and 
invites the assembly to overcome its 
inertia and improve existing social and 
economic structures by combatting *‘ 
militarism, the arms race, sickness, 
poverty, hatred and oppression of every 
sort,’’ the bishop added. 

Sister Thea Bowman, FSPA, used 
song, prayer, and Scripture as she applied 
principals of social justice to prayers of the 
Mass. 

Sister Bowman is on the faculty of the 
Institute of Black Catholic Studies, 
Xavier University, New Orleans, and is a 
consultant for intercultural awareness for 
the Diocese of Jackson, Miss. 

Demonstrating the penitential rite, she 
asked forgiveness for offenses against 
justice, such as ‘“‘for the time I 
condemned victims of alcoholism, AIDS 
and drug abuse.’’ Participants followed 
each prayer by singing, “‘Lord, have 
mercy.” 

Sister Bowman said the Creed 
underscores the equality of all people and 
calls the faithful to protect and defend life. 
‘God is the Father of us all ... God the 
Son died for us all,’’ she said. 

‘‘Having shared our belief, we are 
willing to offer bread and wine in union 
with our brothers and sisters in Russia, 
Cuba and South Africa,’’ she continued. 

‘‘T offer myself, just as I am,”’ she said, 
explaining that self-acceptance is a 
necessary condition for accepting others. 
‘Sometimes we can’t accept others in our 
own house; that’s unjust.” 

Receiving the Eucharist is “‘our 
communion with Jesus, Jesus with the 
Father and our communion with each 
other,’’ she said. 

This rite symbolizes ‘‘children of our 
heavenly father coming together from 
Asia, Africa, Europe, Australia. — the 
educated and illiterate, the alienated and 
loved, the lonely, homeless and destitute

should be preached from the pulpit. “‘If 
you don’t want to talk about justice, call it 
love,”’ she said. 

The nun’s exhortations and prayers 
were interspersed with songs ky the San 
Diego diocesan gospel choir directed by 
Wendell Hall. 

Father J. Bryan Hehir, another speaker 
at the national meeting, explained the 
past and present relationship between the 
areas of worship and social ministry. 

Father Hehir is counselor for social 
policy in the Department of Social 
Development and World Peace for the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. 

He said the Second Vatican Council’s 
document on the church in the modern 
world placed ‘‘social ministry at the heart 
of the life of the church.”’ 

Father Hehir said the present U.S. 
Catholic Church is a microcosm of society 
that is ‘‘faced with creating a common 
vision out of voices, faces, races and 
cultures’? and must be committed to 
immigrants from Latin America and East 
Asia and to the black community. 
‘‘Undocumented persons are one of our 
toughest political challenges,’’ he noted. 

Father Hehir said the liturgy — the 
only gathering that brings the whole 
community together — should address 
issues such as housing, health care, 
Central America and nuclear war. 


Sister Dianne Bergant, CSA, another 
speaker, explained why social issues are 
fundamental to both liturgy and biblical 
spirituality. 

Sister Bergant is a professor of Old 
Testament Studies at Catholic 
Theological Union in Chicago and a 
member of the Lectionary Subcommittee 
for the U.S. Bishops’ Committee on the 
Liturgy. 

Sister Bergant said the liturgy 
challenges the assembly to examine the 
values of the Western culture, which 
equate success with personal, economic 
and national security and with mastery, 
control and conquest. 


But the reign of God, manifested 
through ‘‘voices in the church,”’ calls for 
collaboration, cooperation, interdepen- 
dence, mutuality, justice, respect and 
compassion, she said. 

Sister Bergant said those who prepare 
liturgies ‘‘can choose biblical passages 
and select or compose communal 
prayers’’ pertinent to social justice issues. 

In one of the six workshops held at the 
liturgical meeting, Father Jose Rubio 
explained how the liturgy can preserve 
the cultural identity of ethnic groups, 
which, he said, is necessary for the 
church’s survival among these groups.

diocese is a member of the U.S. Bishops’ 
Committee on the Liturgy. 

The priest said that incorporating non- 
Anglo customs into the Roman rite 
should not violate the ‘‘substantial unity 
of the rite’? and should encourage the 
active participation of the faithful. 

Certain Hispanic ceremonies can be 
used at Catholic liturgies while preserving 
the unity of the Roman rite, he said. As 
examples, he described the Mexican 
‘‘quinceanera,’’ in which an adolescent 
girl is presented as an adult to the 
community, the exchange of coins 
between the bride and groom at wedding 
Masses to symbolize the man’s 
willingness to support his spouse, and the 
couple’s being joined with a “‘lasso’’ to 
symbolize their unity. 

Father Rubio said effective use of 
cultural adaptations to the liturgy 
requires experimentation and dialogue 
between the clergy and’members of ethnic 
groups. ‘‘We must do the best we can and 
get a glimpse of the kingdom in which all 
cultures come together at the banquet”’ of 
the Lord.

Fire damages building 
of S. African bishops 


PRETORIA, South Africa — A fire 
set by arsonists severely damaged the 
headquarters and records of the southern 
African bishops’ conference early Oct. 12 
and forced eight persons — including two 
bishops — in the building to flee for their 
lives. 

Investigators found a trail of gasoline 
and kerosene cans throughout the 
building along the stairs and outside the 
bedrooms, said Rob Lambert, a 
socioliogist from Natal University and 
one of the eight who fled the fire. It was 
the second attack on a major South 
African church headquarters in two 
months.

Local teen actor 
has ‘creative edge’

SAN DIEGO — Brad Bradley, is like 
any other 16-year-old — he has a 
girlfriend, likes to have fun and wants to 
go to college. 

However, he is unlike most high school 
juniors in that he has appeared in a Pepsi 
television commercial with singer 
Michael Jackson, a McDonalds’ 
commercial and can be seen in a Corn 
Pops cereal commercial. : 

Bradley began his acting career with 
vocal and dance lessons at the age of 8. 
He would often perform Irish dances at 
St. Columba parish events in Serra Mesa 
and all Irish-related events. 

Upon completion of the sixth grade at 
St. Columba School, he decided to enroll 
in the O’Farrell School of Creative and 
Performing Arts because instead of 
electives such as mechanics or cooking, 
the school offered voice, music, theater 
and dance. 

‘‘My mom is always encouraging me to 


"do what I like and I found out that I loved 


the performing arts,’’ explained Bradley. 

‘‘Some kids play baseball. This 
(performing arts) happens to be Brad’s 
sport,’’ said Bradley’s mother, Kathleen. 
‘‘He has been given a creative edge,’’ she 
added. 

Along with the lights, cameras and 
attention, comes hard work. ‘‘You have 
to be determined and willing to work,’’ he 
said. 

Bradley is currently in the cast of the 
musical ‘‘42nd Street,’’ playing Oct. 
20-30 at the Starlight San Diego Civic 
Light Opera. Even though he has had to 
contend with seven-hour rehearsals and 
getting home at midnight, Bradley said he 
would not change a thing. 


“T feel I’ve had a lot more experiences 
than other kids. I don’t feel as if I’ve been 
cheated out of a childhood. I love being a 
kid. Performing is my way of having 
fun,’ he said. 

When Bradley is not on stage or in 
front of a camera, he enjoys reading, 
writing and singing at celebrations of 
liturgies for Emmaus Today, a Catholic 
lay organization involved with helping 
people in the Linda Vista community. 

This summer, he was among 30 high 
school youth from throughout the nation 
chosen to attend a seminar by the Young 
Playwriters Association of Minnesota.

The one-act play Bradley wrote there 
about a father-and-son relationship was 
selected to be presented to the Young 
Playwriters Association of New York, and 
if chosen, it could be published next year. 

Although the young performer spends 
much time with the performing arts, he 
has not forgotten the importance of 
education. He is a member of the school 
debate team and participates in the 
academic decathalon. ‘ 

After Bradley finishes high school he 
hopes to continue his career in theatre arts 
and study pre-law at an Ivy League 
college or a school in the University of 
California system. 

“T think college and a career will be a 
challenge but I’m doing a good job of 
handling it now,”’ he stated. 

Competition can be tough at times, and 
if he does not get chosen for a part, he 
doesn’t let it phase him.

down the street, painting over their 
graffiti, maybe it will discourage them. 
Maybe it will convince them to stop.”’ 

Isabel Sanchez, a student at Blessed 
Sacrament, said the Skinheads’ graffiti 
makes the neighborhood ‘“‘look like a 
mess’’ and that she was afraid of the white 
supremacists. ‘‘If I saw them walking on 
the street, I’d try and get away.”’ 

Isabel’s sister, Veronica, said she, too, 
felt frightened at times. ‘‘I feel safe today, 
though,”’ she said, looking around at the 
people who had gathered at the police 
storefront for the cleanup. 

Although the ‘‘stamp out graffiti’ 
campaign is sponsored by the police and 
business associations, it was apparent that 
one of the moving forces behind this 
community’s response to the Skinhead 
encroachment is Brian Bennett. 

It was Bennett who brought the 
problem to the attention of the San Diego 
diocese. ‘‘We’ve had a great deal of 
support, not only from the people at 
Blessed Sacrament, but from all levels in 
the diocese,’’ he said. 

“We are also grateful to Morris 
Casuto, of the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B’rith, for his help. Right now, 
the best example of ecumenism in action 
is the cooperation between the Jewish and 
Catholic communities on this issue.’’ 

Bennett, a native of Rochester, N.Y., 
is a graduate of the University of San 
Diego High School. He has taught and 
administered in Catholic schools for 18 
years. 


A slight, wiry man, Bennett has 
developed a reputation as one who will 
not back down when the issue is one of 
principle. 

Commenting on why he has gotten so 
involved in the conflict with the white 
racists, Bennett said firmly, ‘“This is not 
just a race problem; it’s a school problem 
and a community problem. 


‘‘As a principal, I have to be able to 
guarantee parents that their kids will be 
safe in our school. We can’t do that with 
these gangsters running around, claiming 
our neighborhood as their ‘turf.’ 


““We have 420 kids, of all races, in our 
school. We’re open from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
and almost all our teachers live within a 
four-mile radius of the school. In a very 
real sense, we are acting to defend our 
community. Whenever you have senior 
citizens afraid to leave their homes, 
you’ve got a problem that involves the 
entire community. 


““Also, as you may know, the Ku Klux 
Klan and some of these other groups are 
extremely anti-Catholic. They have a 
history of violence against Catholics, 
especially immigrants. To me, _ the 
difference between being anti-Semitic and 
anti-Catholic is usually whether they’re 
standing in front of a church or a 
synagogue. 

‘‘We need for these Skinheads and 
their white, racist supporters to know that 
they. scan ti justay) claim” .our 
neighborhood.”’ 


ORANGE, Calif. — Archbishop 
Tomas A. Clavel, the former 
archbishop of Panama who served as 
vicar for the Hispanic community in 
the Diocese of Orange, died Oct. 13 
at the age of 66 after suffering a heart 
attack. 

A memorial Mass was celebrated 
in Spanish Oct. 17 followed by a 
rosary at St. Anne Church in Santa 
Ana. The funeral Mass was 
celebrated Oct. 18 at Holy Family 
Cathedral in Orange by Bishop 


Maher of San Diego was among the 
concelebrants. Burial is to be in 
Panama. 

The archbishop resigned from his 
position in his native Panama in 1968 
after a military junta took control of 
the government. Archbishop Clavel 
said at the time that he resigned ‘‘for 
the good of the church.”’ 

The archbishop was elected 
president of a non-partisan 
ecumenical group which certified the 
legitimate election of the 
Panamanian president overthrown in 
the 1968 coup. 

Archbishop Clavel came to the 
United States in March 1969 after his 
successor, Archbishop Marcos G. 
McGrath, was appointed. He 
frequently returned to Panama,

where members of his family still live. 

Days after his arrival in the United 
States, he told National Catholic 
News Service in Washington that ‘‘I 
became convinced that my 
resignation was necessary’’ for the 
_good of the church, ”’ and I went 
ahead.”’ 

In 1971 Cardinal Timothy 
Manning, then archbishop of Los 
Angeles, invited Archbishop Clavel 
to work in Orange County, which 
was part of the Los Angeles 
Archdiocese. After the Diocese of 
Orange was established in 1976, 
Archbishop Clavel was appointed 
vicar to the Hispanic community. 

As in his native Panama, 
Archbishop Clavel was known for his 
work among the poor in Orange 
County. He traveled to Tijuana, 
Mexico, each year with local 
volunteers to deliver food and to 


celebrate Mass in poor 
neighborhoods. 
Bishop McFarland said, ‘‘The 


death of Archbishop Tomas Clavel is 
a tremendous loss to the entire 
church of Orange, but in a special 
way to the Hispanic people of this 
diocese whom he so faithfully served 
as their vicar. We join our voices to 
theirs and say, ‘Descanse en paz’ 
(rest in peace).”’

we don’t do this in love, it is 
meaningless.’’ 

The demonstrators were successful in 
concrete terms. Deacon Finn personally 
drove a young couple who changed their 
minds about an abortion to Birthright, 
one of two abortion alternatives centers in 
North County. Another young woman 
reportedly changed her mind after talking 


to a demonstrator who is a physician. 

‘“‘T feel very good about the way 
everything went,’’ said Deacon Finn. 
““Of course, I would have liked to see 
1,000 people out there. I’d like to see a 
demonstration every day until the killing 
stops. We started out with just 12 to 15 of 
us, so we are getting stronger. A hundred 
people really fill up the sidewalk. I’d like

Deacon Finn has been active in the 
local anti-abortion movement since its 
beginnings in the early 1970s and served 
as the first president of the North County 
Pro-Life chapter. 


According to Deacon Finn, Deacon 
Bob Mueller of St. Francis Church has 
been conducting training sessions to 
prepare parishioners for peaceful, moral 
demonstrations of principle. Although 
local police were on hand at the 
demonstration, there were no 
confrontations and no arrests. 


‘‘We feel the best statement we can 
make on behalf of the unborn is our 
physical presence,’ said Deacon Finn.

First the Irish! 


As in so many parts of the wold, the majority of the first 
missionaries to Nigeria were Irish. This vast country — largest 
in Africa — has been tremendous missionary territory, but like 
so many countries in that region today, the church faces inroads 
of militant Islam, with all its problems. 

Nigeria saw its first native black priest ordained in 1929. 
Today, of the 36 bishops in Nigeria, 30 are Nigerian, three are 
missionaries from elsewhere and three are retired. There are now 
more than 1,100 Nigerian priests and a cardinal. 

The average parish there includes as many as 10,000 people — 
about five times the size of the average San Diego parish — and
